Driving toward a roadhouse outside 
the city, Hanson called Barrett “crazy” 
for killing his wife, according to the 
police statement of Hanson’s confes- 
sion, and when Barrett threatened 
him, Hanson shot him dead Five 
days later Barrett’s body was found.

nual convention of the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women, in the May- 
flower Hotel. Questions on the sub- 
ject were answered by the Rev. Will- 
iam Bolger, professor of economics at 
Notre Dame University, in the course 
of an address on child labor. 

“In my opinion,” he stated, “State 
regulations concerning child labor are 
preferable, but where the State fails in 
its duty, and the interest of the child 
is at stake, I feel that Federal regula- 
tion of the matter is permissible. The 
interest of the child is always, and 
should be, paramount.” 

A woman delegate in the- audience 
rose and asked the priest whether all 
Catholics were not obliged to be against 
the child labor amendment. 


Free to Express Opinions. 


“Not at all,” Father Bolger informed 
her. “The subject is one on which all 
Catholics may express their individual 
views without fear of hindrance from 
their church.” 

Dr. John A. Ryan, professor of moral 
theology at the Catholic University, 
supported the speaker with the state- 
ment that he “entirely agreed with 
him,” and delivered a brief, informal 
talk on child labor. 

Both Dr. Ryan and Father Bolger 
are regarded as authorities on the sub- 
ject. In addition to holding the chair 
of economics at Notre Dame, Father 
Bolger has been for years a close student 
of children’s welfare work. Dr. Ryan 
is director of the social action depart- 
ment of the National Catholic Welfare 
Cnoference, 

More than $17,000 was collected 
within a few minutes at the close of 
an earlier session, when the delegates 
were asked to raise that amount for 
the benefit of the National Catholic 
School of Social Service here. Several 
checks for sums ranging from $250 to

It was announced that the resolu- 
tion condemning beauty contests, bath- 
ing beach contests and similar exhibli- 
tions as “detrimental to young girls’ 
welfare,” which was indorsed at a ses- 
sion on Monday, by approximately 100 
women delegates, is to be presented for 
adoption by the entire council this 
morning. 

Religion was cited as “the funda- 
mental requirement of all education,” 
by Miss Mary Coughlin, of Denver, who 
opened the evening session with an 
address on “The Educated Woman of 
Today. The necessity of “manifesting 
faith through action” and of develop- 
ing qualities tending to the better- 
ment of the race, was emphasized by 
Miss Coughlin. She warned against 
“disintegrating forces” constantly 
threatening to undermine the institu- 
tions of organized society, declaring 
the well-educated woman should be 
better fitted than her less-favored sis- 
ter to fight against these influences. 


Influence Praised. 


Woman was praised by Miss Cough- 
lin as the “side-arm of the church,” 
who through the ages of schisms and 
during outbreaks of violent anticleri- 
calism, has not feared to uphold the 
ancient doctrines. She cited numerous 
instances in proof of woman's far- 
reaching influence for good and said 
that “now with her pervasion of the 
industrial field more than ever is 
woman’s help necessary to oversee and 
guard.” 

Dr. James H. Ryan criticized the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Education, charging it 
would transform education into “the 
football of politics” and bureaucratize 
it without benefiting the schools of 
the country. Determined efforts, he 
said, are being made in many quarters 
to bring the schools under Federal 
control. He denounced the Curtis-Reed 
bill, the purpose of which is t» estab- 
lish a department of education with a 
Secretary in the Cabinet. Although there 
has been no public demand for such a 
bill, Dr. Ryan said, an announcement 
has been made that a politico-educa- 
tlonal machine in Washington will 
make another nation-wide campai7n 
this fall in the interests of the meas- 
ure. He declared the bill “is a perfect 
example of a vicious bureaucratic meas- 
ure clogging up the machinery of Con- 
gress at every session.” 

His address on the “dangers of fed- 
eralism as applied to education,” was 
supplemented by the talk of Dr. George 
Hermann Derry, of Marygrove College, 
Detroit, who spoke on the demoralized 
condition of education in some sections 
of the country.

dent’s view, but officers must have had 
years of training. They can not be 


trained in a week or a month. This 
reasoning applies all the more, in the 
President’s opinion, to the higher 
grades. 

The fact that an admiral is now, in 
peace time, commanding only a small 
fleet is certainly no reason why that 
admiral should be dispensed with, in 
the President’s view. Should an emer- 
gency arise plenty of men could be 
found for him to command. 

The President did not discuss specifi- 
cally the admiral’s criticism that there 
are navy yards that should be aban- 
doned or that there are many subma- 
rines lying idle because of mismanage- 
ment. But he did let it be known that 
he considered the Army and Navy are 
being administered as efficiently as they 
ever have been. 

Nowhere, in his opinion, is 3700,000,000 
expended annually more judiciously and 
efficiently as by the Army and Navy, and 
it is known that his administration has 
been noted for its sharp application of 
the pruning knife to military needs. 


Inquiry Held Unnecessary. 


in any “constructive” sugestions the 
admiral may make, it} was indicated 
that he did not consider an investiga- 
tion or anything bordering on a formal 
inquiry necessary. 

It is the threat that one may be 
brought about at the next session of 
Congress that has caused some uneasy 
feeling among Navy men.

Paris, Sept. 27 (A.P.)—Ghosts do 
not need the shades of night to cloak 
their movements. They can operate 
in broad daylight, their thumbprints 
can be taken by properly trained medi- 
ums, they can write on a typewriter 


from a great distance. These stargling 
assertions were made before the In- 
ternational Congress for Psychic Re- 
search today. 

The spirit mediums who were ruth- 
lessly thrown overboard yesterday by 
Sir Oliver Lodge, British scientist, were 
rescued by James Malcolm Bird, of 
New York, several German spiritual- 
ists and Dr. G. W. Reitz,. head of an 
insane asylum at Leningrad, all of 
whom brought forward masses of evi- 
dence to rehabilitate the mediums. 


Acts 


Dr. Reitz, while admitting that the 
medium needed training to produce the 
choicest phenomena, declared that they 
all‘ operated in good faith. The audi- 
ence was unanimous in applauding 
this sentiment. 

Speaking of the performances of me- 
diums with whom he experimented, he 
said some introduced articles into safes 
doubly locked and sealed while others 
tied knots in a cord both ends of 
which had been attached to a seal. 

Some mediums turned out typewrit- 
ten documents at a long distance, he 
declared, while all of them were able 
to get all sorts of objects moved about 
without the help of any material 
agency. 

How a medium produced changes of 
temperature in a room was described 
by Harry Price, of the American 5So- 
ciety for Psychical Research.

Thumbprints Shown. 


Photographs of what he described as 
“spirit thumbprints” were thrown upon 
a screen today before the International 
‘ongress for Psychic Research by James | 
McMaster Bird, of New York, widely | 
known for work in the psychic field. 

The thumbprints photographed, Bird 
told the congress, were found identical | 
with the thumbprint’ of the medium’s 
father who had died 15 years previous- 
ly, comparison being made with a 
thumbprint taken by a police officer

as Asserting. 


New York, Sept. 27 (A.P.).—The Eve- 
ning Post says today that Dwight W. 
| Morrow, recently appointed Ambassa- 
dor to Mexico, has revealed himself as 
a foe to wars which have the collection 
of debts as their motive. In an inter- 
view with the leading partner in the 
financial house of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
the Post quotes Mr. Morrow as saying: 

“Differences of opinion between states 
are the incidents of international life. 
The caknowledgment of the possibility 
of such differences is the effective way 
of preventing sericus consequences 
arising therefrom. 

“It is apparently believed by some 
that loans to foreign governments made | 
by our citizens throw upon the Gov- | 
ernment the responsibility of using» 
the armed forces of our Government 
for the purpose of collecting the debts. 
The estabiishment of the principle that 
nations are justified in going to war 
where the sole issue is the collection 
of a debt would be not only most hurt- 
ful to the nation at large but in the 
long run would prove injurious to the 
property interests of the bankers.

In the summer time an aver- 
age of 5,500 cars a day are received and dis- 
tributed to the tracks which carry the freight 
to its ultimate destination, and during the 
winter the daily average is 4,500 cars. 

When first opened for business in 1906 there 
were 68 tracks in all, but so rapidly has the 
interchange of freight between the sections in- 
creased that there are today 122 tracks, with 
a total of 81 miles of operating facilities. The 
business of making up trains is a science. The 
northbound yard, for example, consists of 20 
receiving tracks and 46 classification tracks. 
As soon as a train reaches the yard the cars 
are uncoupled and are shunted, by gravity, to 


separation of cars of freight into trains, but as 
quite frequently happens, the shipper of a car- 
load, or trainload, of perishable freight, such 
as vegetables. or fruit; may learn ‘that. the 
original market which he desired to reach is 
glutted.

AMERICANS IN JAIL. 


Thus far the Census Bureau has completed 

the enumeration of the inmates of prisons anc 
? 4 

reformatories in. only 31 States, and this shows 


that during 1926.there were received from 
the courts a total of 27,018 prisoners, which, 
compared with the 21,054 committed to the 
same institutions in 1925, 
of the penitentiary population of 28.3 per cent 
in three years. ad 

The figures seem to demonstrate that there 
are either too many laws or that the “crime 
wave”’ is rising. 

In these States from which the figures are 
gleaned there are $4.1 prisoners out of every 
100,000 population, and comparing these again 
with those of 1923, when there were received 
in the prisons of the same States 27.9 out of 
each 100,000, it will be seen that the deduction 
that ‘‘there has been .a steady increase in the 
number of prisoners: in State prisons and 
reformatories” is fully borne out. But even 
these statistics, serious as they demonstrate 
the conditions to be, do not tell all, for to those 
committed during the year 1926 must be added 
the number in prison,at the beginning of the 
period. Adding the two classes together it is 
found that on January 1 the total number of 
convicts was 63,828, or 84.1 for each 100,000 
population. 

The seventeen States from which no fi 
have been published include New York, Marvy- 
land and Indiana, and it might be supposed 
that the prison returns from those States would 
be likely to add materially to the percentage of 
population in prisons. However, the contrary 
is more likely to prove true when the census is 
complete, for while the courts of Pennsylvania 
committed 1,531 inhabitants of that State to 
penal institutions, those figures represent only 
15.9 per 100,000 population. Illinois, another 
Commonwealth of “large population, lost the 
services of 1,726 of her people, convicted and 
sentenced during the year, which represents 
24 per 100,000 inhabitants.

Answer—lI have no clew as to whether 
you are young or middle-aged, or lean 
or stout.

Nearby waters 
should be treated weekly with a mix- 
ture of 1 part Paris green to 100 parts 
road dust. It is desirable to drain land 
farther away from the house, but 
malaria can be prevented without 
doing much general drainage.

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LMOST invariably, when we pick 
A a flower, the first thing we do Is 

to smell it. We do this subcon- 
sciously, even when we know the 
flower !s odorless. Sweet fragrance and 
flowers. have so long been associated 
that it is second nature to expect from 
a beautiful flower a pleasing odor. But 
this condition is not always present. 
Many of our showiest blossoms are 
odorless, or even possessed of a dis- 
agreeable smell. The Dahlia has a 
rank, weedy.odor, the Chrysanthemum 
is pungently disagreeable to some peo- 
ple, the overly sweet Privet is almost 
nauseating. 

We can, however, use fragrance as an 
aid to the heightening of our garden ef- 
fects. Fragrant plants, introduced here 
and there, where we will brush against 
them as we pass, and so releasing their 
odors, give character where otherwise 
we would have but an ordinary border 
We might cven plant a whole garden 
just for the sake of fragrance, a small, 
secluded spot to be visited ‘at dusk 


 Lawrence’s “Revolt of the Desert.” 


Vhen the falling dew brings forth sweet 
odors, sent out by the plants as guides 
in the darkness to their insect visitors. 

Such a little garden spot is sketched 
herewith. Mignonetet and Clove Pinks 
border the grass path; Iris Florentine 
and Palida followed later in the sea- 
son by Phlox. Henri Murger, Lilies 
and Nicotiana form the mainstay of 
the border, and for background there 
are Sweetbrier Rose. Bayberry and 
pungent Pines and Cedars. And then 
there are Roses, always Roses, for no 
flower is at the same time so beautiful 
and still so sweet. 

The key to-the plan is as follows: 1. 
White Pine; 2. Red Cedar; 3. Bayberry:
